druss acl," is an absolute pafeguard. 
According lo tho government expert it 
is often quiic the contrary. He claims 
that these words on boule or package 
have misied many consumers into buy- 
ing defective foods and have been a 
hindrance rather than a help to the 
federal authorities, who aim at pre- 
venting the shipment of "adulterated 
or misbrsnded ariiclc-s, or food prod- 
ucts containing material filthy, putrid 
or.otherwise uniit for human consump- 
tion." This label is not required by 
law, and the fact Ilia! so many arc 
anxious to use it if a proof that they 
expect to reap pome selfish advantage 
from its presence on their Roods. 
- The deparlment of agriculture now 
maintains an active and vigorous su- 
pervision over food and drug products 
which enser inio interstate commerce: 
From time to time samples are taken 
of all foods and drugs indiscriminately 
whether labelled or not. If it is found 
that the food is misbrandcd or adul- 
terated or otherwise contrary to the 
pure food act, the matter is turned over 
to the department of justice which does 
not at present provide a heavier pen- 
alty for the manufacturer who labels 
his foods or drugs illegally, than for 
him who sends his products through 
without the label and serial 
number 


prescribed by law. 


It will, therefore, be seen that the 


words: "Guaranteed 
under 
the 
food 


and drugs act," mislead the customer 
into the belief that 
the 
government 


stands back of the product, and guar- 
antees it to be pure and 
wholesome. 


At tlie-same time they ilo not enable 
the federal authorities 
to secure 
a 


heavier penalty for misbranrtins, adul- 
teration, or any other offence against 
the pure food Ja.\v. The part 
of 
the 


label most useful to the government is 
the -serial number which enables the 
authorities to trace the shipment back 
to Its legal manufacturer and bring 
action against him at his place of legal 
residence. 


From, the revelations of Mr. Alslierg. 


therefore, we see that the pure food 
law Is not yet working as smoothly as 
Intended. There is a lack of uniform- 
ity in the standards and regulations of 
the various states and a great deal of 
costly duplication with regard to legal 
requirements. 
In many cases manu- 


facturers are seriously hampered by a 
law which should have imposed little, 
or no hardship on them. 
But 
while 


manufacturers and proprietors exist 
who will use the externals of the laws 
in'an efiTort to mislcnrl,'the just -will 
suffer indirectly from the machinations 
of the unjust. Pure footl laws are yet 
largely In an experimental stage, and 
the tendency is for their enforcement 
and rearrangement so that there may 


t 
be uniformity and an absence of con- 
tradictory provisions.

the serial number which enables the 
authorities to trace the shipment back 
to its legal manufacturer and bring 
action against 'him'at his place of legal 
residence. 


From the revelations of Mr. Aluberg, 


therefore, we ECS that the pure food 
law is not yel Tvorking.as smoothly as 
intended.- There is a lack of uniform- 
ity In the standards and regulations of. 
the various states and a great deal of 
costly duplication with regard to legal 
requirements. 
In mnny cases manu 


facturers are seriously hampered by a 
law which'should "have" imposed 'little 
or no hardship on them. But

and proprietors exist 


who will use; the externals of the laws 
In an effort to mislead, the just will 
suffer indirectly from the machinations 
of the unjust. Pure food lawa are yet 
largely in an experimental stage, and 
the tendency is for-their enforcement 
and rearrangement so thai there may 
be uniformity and an absence of con- 
tradictory provisions.
